If the latier is the one, it
is a humiliating confession to come froim
the head of our schools, fuor a stream is
not supposed to rvise higher than its
source.

llas Capt. Cowan a leaee for life nupon
the office of School Commissioner? It
would seem so, when he tells the people
they may clect trustees “to scive for
two years (or a longer period if de-
sired).” We would like to know where
he gets his lease, and think it will be
news to the voters of this county to
learn that such things are manufac-
tured.

Without discussing the merits of the
above proposition, it is natural Lo sup-
pose that the people thought the School
Commijssioner was in carnest when he
offered to give up to them one of his
prerogatives.  Acting upon this, clec-
tions were held in various townships.
In most cases we believe those chosen
at the election were appuinted. In the
case of White Iall township, however,
the School Commissioner hasfithought
proper to disregard altogether the wishes
of those people, and they have a right
to be indignant at it. We know the
people of this township to be as good
citizens and as capable of determining
for themselves2wha shall manage their
public school fund as any in the county,
Why then should Capt. Cowan openly
insult the intelligence of these people
by refusing to eonfirm their nomination?
Ig it breauseltwo of them were [trustees
under his predecessor? And is he afraid
the much-talked-of school on the east
side of 1ard Labor ereck will,’not be
opened if he continues them in office?
It seeins to'us that this was the very
issne upon which the old trastees run,
and a majority of the voters approved
their course. Will the dictator force
his school upon them anyhow? We
suppose he will. We do not understand
Capt. Cowan’s object in this matter. His
whole course is unexplainnble. Surely
he is above pursuing a policy merely for
the sake of popularity. Did he think
that the measure would be pleasing to
the people, and that only those who
agreed with him in school matters aould
be elected? If so he has made a griev-
ous mistake. If he did not expect to
abide by the results of the election he
ordered, he has been guilty of making
those who acted upon his suggestions
play a muagnificent farce, which we im-
agine they will not relish much. If his
object was to keep the discussion of this
White Hall school out of his adminis.
tration, he has adopted a queer policy,
by appointing as trustee the only mem-
ber of the old board who favored it,
and the man who was the most active
partisan opponent of the action of the
old board. A quecer way, it strikes us,
of keeping down the strifc. Indeed, his
actions bristle with the appearance of
rewards to his partisan supporters. “To
the victors belong the spoils” was Jack-
son’s doctrine, but he was a man of iron
nerve, and the times were different then
from what they are now.
